Art,  1.  -  Beginning  September  1,  I922,  the  manufacture  of  flour  will  be 
ccmpulscrily  conducted  in  such  a  m.arjier  as  to  extract  from  the  wheat  grain  the 
maximam  of  bread  flour. 

All  prod^octs  of  the  milling  v.dth  the  exception  of  bran  and  refuse  grain 
nrast  be  mdxed  to  constitute  the  flcrox  intended  for  hjman  food. 

This  flour  will  be  considered  as  extracted  to  the  limit  beyond  -'hich 
gro^jnd  wheat  products  cannot  be  m.an^af actured,  J;ut  on  sale  or  sold. 

Art.  2.  -  In-order  to  maJre  sure  that  the  flour  products  conform  to  the 
r-^ings  of  the  present  decree,  they  vdll  be  compared  with  an  official  standard 
of  flo^ur,  established  through  the  efforts  of  a  conmittee  named  by  the  Mirdster 
of  Agricult-ore.    This  standard  will  represent  the  finest  and  v«iitest  flour  '.■^ich 
it  vdll  be  forbidden  to  surpass. 

A  saniple  of  the  official  standard  will  be  deposited  in  the  laboratories 
designated  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  may  be  delivered  to  any  in^oirer

Statistics  of  Haitian  coffee  production  are  lacking  but  it  is 
estimated  that  the  norm.al  crop  is  from  80,000,000  to  100,000,000  pounds* 
As  over  60,000,000  pounds  were  exported  in  the  fiscal  year  I920  the  esti- 
mate would  not  seem  unduly  large.    Coffee  is  by  far  the  most  valioable 
product  of  the  soil,  the  quantities  shipped  running  in  value  from  55  "to 
SO  per  cent  of  the  total  exportations  of  the  Island.    The  1921--22  season 
yielded  about  three-fourths  of  a  normal  crop,  due  to  the  drought  during 
the  months  of '  April  and  May  which  was  broken  only  by  occasional  showers 
on  the  coastal  mountains  and  regions  closely  adjacent.    Local  coffee 
dealers  express  the  opinion  that  the  coming  season  will  duplicate  the 
last  one  unless  the  rainfall  is  much  more  abundant  than  appears  likely,  ,  .
